The promised cleaning up of the Hyde Park 
levee will be begun by the police this morn- 
ing, @ campaign to purify South Chicago is 
being pushed by the Protective association, 
and on top of these reform undertakings the 
saloon men themselves have started a move- 
ment by which the pietures of drunkards are 
to be displayed on the mirrors behind all the 
dars in the district. 

The Hyde Park Liquor Dealers’ associa- 
tion, es a matter of self-protection, has 
started the crusade against those who over~ 
imbibe. Notices have been sent out by the 
secretary of the association requesting each 
bartender to ask for the photograph of every 
drunkard from his wife or family in case 
complaint is made about selling liquor to him. 
The pictures then are to be sent to the secre- 
tary of the association, and he in turn is to 
have copies made and sent to every member 
of the association. 

These pictures then are to be pasted on the 
mirror behind the bar so that the dispenser 
of drinks may see at a glance if he is selling 
Hquor to a drunkard. , 

Two members of the association lately have 
been prosecuted by indignant wives for hay- 
ing sold intoxicating drinks to their hus- 
bands. This caused the movement to brand 
the drunkards. 


Hyde Park Levee Attacked. 

Steps for the speedy cleaning up of the Hyde 
Park levee district will be begun today by 
Inspector Nicholas Hunt. The inspactor’s 
intentions in this regard were made a week 
ago in an address to the South Park Im- 
provement association at a meeting in the 
Hyde Park Baptist church. Then he 
detailzd fourteen plain clothes men to can- 
vass the entire district, inhabited chiefly by 
colored people, and to make a record of 
every man and woman living under question- 
able conditions. 

The so-called levee is in Jefferson avenue 
between Fifty-fifth and Fifty-seventh streets 
and in Lake avenue between Fifty-fifth and 
In their canvass the detectives found 100 
persons living in doubtful conditions, The

‘ Campaign in South Chicago. 

Allegations of bribery in the circulation of 
a petition to establish a saloon at 9017 Ewing 
avenue, South Chicago, and another appeal 
to Mayor Busse urging him to enforce the 
Sunday closing laws and make Chicago a 
dry city on the Sabbath were parts of resolu- 
tions adopted at a massmeeting held in thé 
afternoon in the Bethesda Swedish Luthbran 
church in South Chicago, 


Speaker, the meeting was held under the 
auspices of the Hyde Park Protective asso- 
ciation, and according to Mr. Farwell it 
marks a decisive move on the part of the 
association to rid South Chicago of its vicious 
seloons and dives. 

„We mean business,” said Mr. Farwell, 
“and we are going to carry this fight to the 


we may encounter. I hardly think the mayor 
or any other official who has discretion can 
fail to lend a responsive ear to what we seek 
to accomplish. There is no question but 
what the conditions in South Chicago are 
damnable. If we can wipe them out entirely 
or in any way reduce them we are going to 
do it.” 
Bribe to Secure License. 

The resolutions adopted by the meeting are 
as follows: 

First, That we earnestly urge Mayor 
Busse and the license officers of the city 
of Chicago to prevent the establishment of 
any saloons in South Chicago unless the 
proper petition, honestly obtained. is pre- 
sented, and in case any saloons are not legal- 
ly established that their licenses shall be re- 
voked and in the cage of the attempted es- 
tablishment of a dramshop at 9917 Ewing 
avenue we have evidence that money has 
been offered for the signature of one man 
and we submit that if money has been of- 
fered in one instance it would be fair to infer 
that money has been offered to other par- 
ties; and we urge upon Mayor Busse not to 
grant the license for this saloon under any 
circumstances, 

Second, That we urge Mayor Busse to 
close all saloons in Chicago on the Sabbath 
day under the state law.“ 1 

In addressing the meeting, Mr. Farwell 
waid: . 

There are three great evile that are the 
destroying forces that are working upon the 
men and women of our city, our nation, and 
the world at large. These are the social evil, 
intoxication, and gambling. Alongside of 
them are the three great forces that must 
be used to destroy these evils. They are

INFANTS WRITING A HISTORY 


1 
Children Working on Book De- 
seribing Growth of Chicago. 


TO TACKLE CITY PROBLEMS. 


Pupils of University Elementary 
School Becoming Anthors. 


Children of the University of Chicago Ele- 
mentary school are writing a history of Chi- 
cago for grownups. They are narrating the 
chief events in the city’s growth from the 
time it was a trading post up to the present 
day. They intend to tell, also, what's the 
matter with Chicago.“ 

Few of these little historians are over 8 
years old, but they have studied Chicago in 
geographies, histories. magazines, in the 
papers and at sight, and they believe they 
know some of the problems of the present. 
They have been at their work for several 
months under the direction of the third grade 
teachers. 

They have finished what they call The 
Chicago of Long Ago.“ They now are strug- 
ling with Some of the Past and Present 
Problems of Chicago—Transportation, Wa- 
ter Supply, and Drainage.” 


Interested in Traction Question. 

Chicago may have a new charter before 
they grow up, but they hope at least to have 
a hand in the settling of the traction ques- 
tion—if there is one then—twenty years hence 
when the present franchise expires. Each of 
the thirty-odd children in the third grade 
will write down his own interpretation of the 
city’s history. 

Part of Eleanor Holbrook’s first chapter on 
„How Chicago Looked a Hundred Years 
Ago "’ follows: g 

Long ago there were Indians all around 
Chicago. The only house was a log cabin 
on the north side of the river. There were 
swamps all around. In the swamps there 
were snipe, heron, wild geese, and wild 
ducks. In the log cabin there lived a Cuban, 
whose name was Mr. Au Sable. Mr. Au 
Sable came to Chicago to try to be an Indian 
chief, but the Indians would not have him, 
so he sold the cabin to Mr. Le Mai. He sold 
it to Mr. John Kinzie, who staid here as long 
as he lived.” 

Tells How the Indians Write. 

How the Indians write is explained by 
Enid Wingert as follows: 

“I am going to tell you how the Indians 
write. They don't write. They make pic- 
turss instead of writing as we do. They 
write on skins—sometimes on deer skins, 
sometimes on buffalo skins, and sometimes 
on birch bark. When they want to remem- 
ber anything they paint it, and that is the 
way they do.“ 

Fort Dearborn is describad by Blizabeth 
Beck as follows: 

nen Fort Dearborn was built Mr. Kinzie 
bullt a trading post. At the trading post 
many Indians came to trade and many 
canoes dotted the river. The cabin in which 
the trading wes carried on stood on the north 
side of the civer and was built behind the 
cabin of Mr. Kinzie. The Indians in ex- 
change for the furs got gune, kettles, 
hatchets. ' 

“Fort Dearborn was built for the people 
and to protect the traders. The government 
saw that they needed a fort, so they sent 
Capt. Whistler to Chicago to build it. Capt. 
Whistler came in a schooner and the soldiers 
camé on foot. Capt. Whistler got along 
woll until he came to the mouth of the river. 
It became so shallow there they they could

HE WAS BORN AN AMERICAN. 


Formerly Clerk in New York; Ances- 
tor Employed Washington. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 

LONDON, Oct. 13.— Albert Kirby Fairfax, 
twelfth Baron Fairfax of Cameron in the 
peerage of Scotland. has taken out naturali- 
zation papers as a British citizen and now 
will be entitled to sit in the house of lords. 
Lord Fairfax was born in Maryland in 1870. 
He is the son of John Contee Fairfax, M. 
D., and Mary, Baroness Fairfax, a daughter 
of Col. Edmund Kirby of the United States 
army. 

Until a half a dosen years ago Lord Fairfax 
resided in the United States. His family had 
been connected in times past with that of 
George Washington by ties of marriage. 
Possessing a Scotch peerage, he disdained to 
make use of it, preferring his birthright as an 
American. He was thus not only from an. 
American but likewise from am Duropean 
point of view a far more distinguished per- 
sonage than an impoverished Scotch peer, 
| Mving im London, with no land in Scotland, no 
castle, no seat in the house of lords, no pow- 
erful relations, and compelled to work for his 
living, with nothing but his barren title by 


Came to America inn 1722. 
The Fairfax peerage was created in 1627, 
and the fifth Lord Fairfax left his home and 
estates in Scotland in 1722 for America, be- 
cause he was disappointed in love and, as he 
believed, badly treated by the members of 
his family.’ By an arrangement with the 
crown he secured a patent for a tract of over 
5,000,000 acres of land in Virginie, end was 
the richest man in all the colonies in his day. 
He wae the friend of Washington and em- 
ployed the future Father of hig Country in 
surveying. His manor house was hear 
Mount Vernon. Lord Fairfax, however, died 
without children, and his was ip- 
herited by hie brother, William Fairfax, 
who married Sally Cary, “the Lowland 
beauty,” who jilted Weshington. 
Gets Title and Estate. 

They hed no children and when William 

Fairfax died Robert, his younger brother, 


scended. During the revolutionary war the 
title was held by the Rev. Bryan Fairfax, 
who was rector of Christ's cburch, Alezan- 
dria, of which Washington wae & vestryman.

“DATES” BIBLE; HITS CRITICS 


Dr. Olaf A. Toffteen „Places“ 
Every Scriptural Event. 


HE BEGINS BEFORE FLOOD. 


Also Makes New Discoveries Which 
May Cause a Sensation. 


— 


Dr. Olaf A. Toffteen of the Western Theo- 
logical seminary has taken a new stand 
against the higher critics. of the bible by 
assigning a definite date to practically every 
characteriof the book and to many ot the 


events recorded. 

His start is made ninety-eight years before 
the flood, which date he places at 3827 B. C. 
He then catalogues the principal names of 
the bible down to the birth of Christ. In- 
cidentally he points out several new dis- 
coveries he has made in biblicalarchzeology 
which are expected to prove a sensation. 

Dr. Toffteen’s dates and discoveries are 
recorded in a new book, “ Researches in 
Biblical Archeology,’ the first volutne of 
which will be issued from the Midway uni- 
versity’s press today. He gives a list of dates 
down to the year 1050 B. C. In his second 
volume, on which he is now working, he will 
continue hig list down to the birth of Christ. 


Builds Evidence on One Date. 

The year 842 B. C. is the date around which 
the theologian swings most of his evidence 
in distributing the other dates. From 842 he 
figures the death of Solomon and the division 
of the kingdom must be placed at 982 B. C. 
He holds Solomon reigned for forty years and 
began his career in 971 B. C., which is dis- 
puted by the higher critics. 

„ The chronological data for determining | 
the dates of the patriarchs are fully given 
in the bible,“ says Dr. Toffteen. “ The only 
difficulty is to find an unchallenged date. We 
must go down to the kings of Israel and 
Judah, when they had transactions with 
other lands, the chronology of which is set- 
tled.“ 

Dr. Toffteen says he has worked with two 
such chronologies—the Ptolemaic and the 
Limmu-Lists. 

The Ptolemaic canon is a work by Clau- 
dius Ptolemeus, an eminent Egyptian as- 
tronomer, who lived in the second century 
A. D., and who furnishes in his canon of 
kings a list of Babylonian, Persian, and 
Greek monarchs,” he writes. Hie cata- 
logue, beginning with Nabonassar of Baby- 
lon and extending to Alexander the Great 
gives the length of reign of each king of that 
period. 

It has been tested by scholars from every 
point of view, and has in every case stood the 
test. It is therefore regarded as one of the 
most accurate chronological works be- 
queathed to us by antiquity.” 


Building of the Temple. 

Taking up the building of the temple of 
Solomon, Dr. Toffteen says: 

“The annalist records that he began to 
build the temple in his fourth year. That 
brings us to the year 068 B.C. This last date 
can be verified from other sources, Josephus 
states, on the authority of Menander of 
Ephesus, that the building of the temple be- 
gan 148 years and 8 months before the found- 
ing of Carthage. 

“Trogus assigns thé founding of Carthage 
to seventy-two yéars before the founding 
Rome in 753 B. C. Carthage would then 
have been founded in 825 B. C., and the be- 
ginning of the building of the temple being 
143 years before this, we arrive at the year 
968 B. C. 

The building of the temple was begun 480 
years after the Exodus from Egypt. The 
Exodus falis, therefore, in 1447 B. C. 

The stay in Egypt lasted 480 full years, 
and Jacob must, accordingly, have entered 
Egypt in 1877 B. C. 

cob was 130 years old when he entered 
Egypt, and he was, consequently, born m 
2006 B. C. 

Isaac was 60 years old at the birth of 
Jacob. Hence he was born in 2066 B. C. 

Abraham was 100 years old at the birth 
of Isaac, and was, therefore, born in 2164 BB. 
C. This may be regarded as the beginning of 
the history of Israel.“ 

Dr. Toffteen begins his list of dates with 
the birth of Shem, one of the three sons of 
Noah. This date he insists K 3424 B. C., or 
ninety-eight years before the flood. Terah 
concludes the heroic age with his death, listed 
at 2000 B. C. 

Dr. Toffteen attacks the th the Jewish 
patriarchs were tribal my e holds the 
story of Abraham fits in rfectly with the 
contemporary history of Egypt and Baby- 
lonia.

Louisville, Ky., Oct. 18.—{Special.]—The 
annual meeting of the internationat Sunday 
school executive committee, whieh began 
here yesterday, is attended by members from

Reports of officers read at the opening ses- 
sion indicate that last year was one of uni- 
versal progrese and prosperity. 

General Secretary Lawrence of Chicago 
presented his annual survey of the field, 
which he said marked the close of the asso- 
ciation’s greatest year. Fourteen thousand 
conventions were held last year. The home 
department has nearly half a million mem- 
bers. More money was raised and used than 
in any previous year. 

Treasurer Wells of Chicago reported that 
for a little more than two years, since the 
Toronto convention, he has received $17,000 
more than wae reported at Toronto for the 
entire previous three years. 

The United States government has selected 
the association to collect the union and un- 
denominational Sunday school statistics of 
the country.

WANTS LABOR UNIONS HELD 
FOR VIOLATIONS OF THE LAW. 


Secretary of Citizens’ Industrial Al- 
liance of New York Says They Should 
Answer for Misdeeds. 


Cleveland, O., Oct. 13.—“ We are now hold- 
ing our great corporations to a strict fulflll- 
ment of their legab obligations,” James A. 
Emery, secretary of the Citizens’ Industrial 
Alliance of New York, said, at the session of 
the national congregational council today. 
Continuing, he said; 

In case of violations, we put the offenders 
in the prisoners’ dock and inflict penalties. Is 
it not fair to ask organizations of labor to be 
held to a Mke responsibility?’ 

Strikes, lockouts, and boycotte are like 
war,” the Rey. Dr. F. W. Merrick of Boston, 
president of the councils {industrial commit- 
tee, said in his opening address, and are as 
offensive as submarine mines and shells. We 
do not say men should never fight, but we do 
say that they should first know what they are 
to fight about. We want to do away with the 
class spirit among mankind.”

NO MORE INFIDEL THAN MYERS,

President Otte C. Schneider, of the board 
of education, with considerable emphasis de- 
clared yesterday that the Rev. Johnston 
Myers, of the Immanuel Baptist church, di- 
agnosed hie religious qualities erroneously.

I perhaps am not as 
dogmatic in my religion as Dr. Myers. I am 
@ practical Christian and not a dogmatic 
one. 

President Schneider said he did not at- 
tend any church in particular. He repeat - 
ed hie stand on the bible question, sey- 
Ing he was not opposed to the biblical history 
being read in the public schools as a piece 
of literature, but objected to the bible itself 
having a place in the schools.

WEALTH RELATIVE TERM 


Pastor Says Other Millionaires 
Might Well Follow the Oil 
Magnate’s Example. 


New York, Oct. 13.—[Special.]—The Rev. 
Dr. Robert 8. MacArthur of the Calvary 
Baptist church, in West Fifty-seventh street, 
addressed his bible class today on the gift 
by John D. Rockefeller of $600,000 toward 
the building of a memorial library for Dr. 
Harper, the late president of the University 
of Chicago, and also upon the ethical aspects 
of the accumulation of great wealth. 

Dr. MacArthur said Mr. Rockefeller had 
done a noble service in thie latest gift, for 
Dr. Harper was one of the greatest educa- 
tora this country had produced. He com- 
bined in harmonious proportion great busi- 
nese ability with profound scholarship. 

Dr. MacArthur then proceeded to answer 
questions which had been submitted to him 
during the week. The first was: “In it 
right for one man to own so much money 
when so many men are poor?” 


Wealth a Relative Term. 

„ Thie question,” seid Dr. MacArthur, 
„ philosophers and moraliste have often tried 
to answer. They have never been able to 
propound a general law that will apply to 
all cases. Wealth Is a relative term. A 
few years ago a man was rich who owned 
$50,000; today in New York a man is not 
considered rich though he own 650,000,000.“ 

“How can we determine what amount a 
man may poseess? What shall determine 
this amount? Shall the legislature? Shall 
we pass a lew limiting the amount of business 
that a banker, broker, ar merchant may. 
annually do? Shall we pass a law limiting 
the number of departments that a department 
store may possess? 

The fact is that money in iteelf has no 
moral quality. All depends on the manner. 
in which it tg acquired, the spirit in which, 
it le held, and the manner in which it is dis- 
tributed.“ 

When Is Money Tainted? 

Another question was: Is it right to take 
tainted money for religious work?“ 

When,“ asked Dr. MacArthur, is money 
tainted? Did not Gen. Booth of the Saiva- 
tion army express a wholesome truth when 
he said in substance, ‘1 shall take all the 
money I can get, and I shall wash it clean 
with the grateful tears of widows and 
orphans.’ This is a commonsense view which 
cannot be too highly commended. 

In his contributions for education and for 
missions and for various humanitarian ob- 
jects Mr. Rockefeller is leading the world. 
Other millionaires might well follow his ex- 
emple.”’ 


COAL FIRMS CHARGE SOUTHERN 
' WITH USING DISCRIMINATION. 


Railroad Alleged to Have Used Unfair 
Methods in Order to Obtain Low Fuel 
Prices. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 18. —[{Special. ]— 
Three coal corporations of Tennessee, repre- 
senting ten mines, have filed complaints be- 
fore the interstate commerce commission 
against the Southern railway company, in 
which they allege discrimination in the dis- 
tribution of coal cars. 

The complaints charge that the Southern 
has taken advantage of the car shortage to 
obtain its own coal at its own price and that 
it has for over five years been able to dictate 
a price of $1.10 a ton, while the commercial 
price has been more than double that at 
times. 

The.companies which complain against the 
Southern are the Royal Coal and Coke com- 
pany, the Tennessee Coal company, and the 
Minerville Coal company, all of Knoxville. 
It is alleged that the railroad gives prefer- 
ence to those companies which sell to the 
Southern at the enforced reduction of price, 
allowing them cars without properly count- 
ing them against the pro rata share due. 


STEAMER SUNK IN COLLISION. 


John W. Moore at Bottom of Detroit 
River—Queen City Is Injured 
—Wheelsman Killed. 

Detroit, Mich. Oct. 18.—One man was 
Killed and the steel steamer John W. Moore 
was sunk early today in a head on collision 
between the Moore and the Queen City i» 
the Detroit river, just above the Lime Kline 
crossing. The Queen City’s bulwarks were 
flattened to the deck and ite forepeak filled 
with water. The Queen City crushed in the 
bows of the John W. Moore as far back as 
the pilot house. Wheelsman Duncan Me- 
Intyre of Sombra, Ont., was asleep in his 
room on the Moore and was crushed to death 
in the collision, and his body carried down 
with the steamer. The Moore is owned by 
Frank M. and M. O. Osborne of Cleveland.

Writer in Gaulois Asserts American 
System Is Superior to French. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
PARIS, Oct. 18.—The Gaulois, a monarch- 


day in a two column article that nobody in 
the world can make laws binding upon the 
United States regarding its great national

Cites American Traction Crush. 

As evidence that he is speaking from per- 
sonal experience he declares that the ‘elec- 
tric transportation companies there do not 
consider a car filled while a human being can 
creep on. When the inside and the platforms 
are full pansonwere can hoist themselves to 
the roof. 

Reverting to the industrial trusts, he says 
whether the United States be importer or 
exporter, from the moment when the ques- 
tion concerns itself with an article of world- 
wide commerce of which prices fluctuate 
from continent to continent, nobody on earth 
is sufficiently powerful to give the United 
States laws. Even financiers foolish enough 
to try it bulld a tower of Babel. A mere 
nothing suffices to confound them. Some 
have tried it. They are dead. 


Our Stock Issues More Honest. 

As to the common and preferred stocks in 
the American system, the writer declares that 
they represent a combination much more 
honest than French common and founders’ 
shares, which insufficiently distinguish be- 
tween dee@s representing something and 
deeds representing nothing.

Latest Revelations Make In- 


vestors Suspicious of Fin- 
anciers Generally. 


. 
MARKET IN A BAD WAY. 


Many Factors Combine Against 
Bull Influences; Prices Low- 
est in Years. 


Under the influence of further revelations 
of business transactions in New York and 
Philadelphia concerning men previously 
known as high in finance, the stock market 
has received a jar, and it may be said biunt- 
ly that men usually in sympathy with Wall 
etreet and ite methods have been disgusted. 
The so-called insurance scandals were, it 
turns out, the beginning rather than the end 
of regrettable disclosures. Now men whose 
business lies in the market are willing to ex- 
prese unusual condemnation of the latest 
revelations. 

It is felt that if one class of men who have 
been making and who have had 
a high — as financiers, are Httle better 
than common thieves, then what is to be 
thought of others in the Wall street commu- 
nity. If no confidence ise warranted in the 
doings of such men as were in the Metropol- 
itan Securities company, then there is room 
for doubt, from the investor’s standpoint, of 
most of the financiers who are directing the 
issuing of securities. 


Market Outlook Is Poor. 

It seems idle to expect anything like «a 
good market at this time. What with dis- 
credited financiers, with crippled fortunes, 
with new administrative policies, with de- 
creases in net earnings, with slackening in 
business, with high rates for money, and in 
general with a revolution in public sentiment, 
there is nothing left to excite bull enthus- 
lasm. Further there is prospect of reduc- 
tion in dividends. Also wages must be low 
ered or profits curtailed; for the volume of 
business is materially decreasing, and reduc- 
ing of wages involves unsatisfactory. busi- 
ness conditions. 

It must mean either lock-outs or strikes, 
or such a lessened demand for labor that 
there will be two applicants for one position, 
as against two positions after one applicant— 
the latter being a situation that has obtained 
during the last five years. 

Money has not become easier, although it 
is conceded that trade is less active. That 
the demand for funds must fall off follows. 
But easy money brought about by semi- 
stagnation in business is not the kind of 
easy money that will materially help stocks. 

As to the bear side of the market, there 
is equal lack of encouragement. By all 
standards of comparison prices of securities 
are low. They are in fact below panic levels 
and the striking feature is that there is no 
reboun® On panicky days when stocks have 
tumbled from 10 to 20 points there followed 
a recovery. But now prices are at the lowest 
level in years and there is no suggestion of 
a recovery. Quotations seem to have ee 
tablished themselves as merely normal. 


New York Bank Statement. 

The New York bank statement Saturday 
showed an increase in the excess reserve 
because of a large loss in deposits rather than 
because of an increase in cash. The exhibit 
consequently was a negative one. Compared 
with one year ago total deposits are $14,000,- 
000 lower. Compared with two years ago 
there is practically no difference, the figures 
being in each case a trifle over $1,026,000,000.

Cut neck round and low 
enough to be becoming; finish with lace 
beading. Cut sleeves bishop pattern to 
reach just below the elbow; finish bottom 
of sleeves with band only wide enough for 
row of lace beading. Join waist and skirt 
with band of calico,-over which stitch em- 
broidery beading one inch in width. After 
finishing, run black velvet baby ribbon in 
neck, tying on one side and in bands on 
sleeves, tying with pretty bow. Run black 
velvet ribbon one-half inch wide in belt, 
leaving good long ends.

OKLAHOMA JOINS ‘DRY’ RANKS; 
625 SALOONS TO BECLOSED. 


Barrooms in New State to Pass Into His- 
See: Oe Rape ms Ce Bow Code Ap- 


plies. 


Guthrie, Okla., Oct. 138.—{Special.)}—Six 
hundred and twenty-five saloons will go out 
of business when the new state government 
becomes effective. The canvass of the elec- 
tion returns shows that state wide prohibi- 
tlon carried by d. mafority§ or more than 
18,000. There ie only one brewery in Okla- 
homa, and it will quit business at the same 
time as the saloons. 

A difference of opinion exists as to the exact 
time when the saloons must close. It has 
been contended that as a part of the con- 
stitution prohibition becomes effective im- 
mediately when the president issues his proo- 
lamation admitting the state into the union. 

The prohibitionists believe they have dis- 
covered a joker in the prohibitory provision 
of the constitution, as it does not prohibit the 
shipping of intoxicating liquors into the east- 
ern, or Indian territory, half of the state, but 
leaves the enforcement of the traffic entirely 
with the various county attorneys. In gev- 
eral of the larger Indian territory cities gey- 
eral saloons will be started the next day after 
President Roosevelt's proclamation is issued, 
depending upon the county attorney to bea 
friend rather than inimical to their business.
